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Phalangists on top; 
Chamoun backs out

; Lebanon's powerful Phalangist 
militias yesterday secured 
supreme control over the country's 
separatist Christian enclaves after 
former president Camille Chamoun 
virtually ordered his National 
Liber a 1 Party militias to surrender, 
thus ending the bloodiest Inter- 
Christian fighting since the 1973 
civil war. 

The private army of P ha lan gist 
warlord Pierre Jemayyel was last 
night reported to have completed a 
. surprise coup against Chamoun' a 
militia, its long-time Christian ally. 

Phalange Party militia squads 
surged through Christian-inhabited 
quarters throughout the day, silen- 
cing sources of gunfire and ap- 
prehending National Liberal Party 
gunmen, witnesses reported. 

Phalange militia commander, 29- 
year-old Bashir Jemayyel, super- 
vised, the operation which, accor- 
ding to military sources, left 60 
dead. 200 wounded, and 60 others 
under arrest. 

Phalange sources said the dead 
included Egyptian. Pakistani and 
Sudanese mercenaries who, with 
the 60 arrested, had tried to tilt the 
military scales in favour of the 
defeated militia, known as the 
. '‘Tigers." 

Red Cross rescue groups braved 
sniper fire to recover bodies of two 
days of fighting on the streets of 
east Beirut. 

Fighting began with a Phalangist 
offensive on Monday and, despite a 
cease-fire, continued sporadically 
Into early yesterday, with both 
sides employing heavy artillery, 
tanka, mortars, rocket-propelled 
grenades and machineguns drawn 
from well-stocked private arsenals. 

The weapons had been amassed 
to fight Moslems, Palestinians and 
Syrians during the civil war, when 
the two clans and their followers 
fought side by side. But in the past 
year, they have been used in- 


creasingly in the power struggle for 
domination of the Christian- 
controlled territory carved out in 
the civil war. 

The 80-year-old frail and haggard 
Chamoun met with the 75-year-old 
Jemayyel yesterday and renewed 
their appeal for all gunmen to halt 
the shooting. 

"My men have called up and said 
the Phalangists are surrounding 
them, what should they do." Cha- 
moun told reporters. "I have told 
them to take 'their guns, go home 
and give the Phalangists the keys to 
the offices." 

Although the two leaders tried to 
maintain a facade of unity, their 
"divorce" is clearly final. The 
Lebanese Front they formed during 
the civil war has collapsed in a 
welter of mutual recriminations 
and what will undoubtedly be a long 
series of blood feuds, as families 
from both sides seek to avenge the 
death of relatives. 

Jany Chamoun. Camille's son 
and the commander of his National 
Liberal Party militia, resigned all 
his posts in the Lebanese Front and 
said he would have nothing more to 
do with the Phalangists after their 
"treachery." 

“I could no longer be associated 
with these people,” he said. "The 
Phalangsists have ignored a cease 
fire agreement and launched a 
series of coordinated attacks 
against National Liberal Party of 
floes in east Beirut and the coun 
tryside." 

Police sources said that by last 
night Phalangists had occupied 
almost all of the barracks and party 
offices of the National Liberals In 
an 80 sq. km. area extending north 
from east Beirut, along the coast. 

Two of the National Liberals 
three main arsenals were captured 
by Phalangists in bitter house-to- 
house fighting which forced 
.residents to barricade themselves

Syria, PLO push use of oil weapon 


AMMAN tUPI). — Syria and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
teamed up on Monday to demand 
that, unless the U.S., Canada and 
Western Europe force Israel to give 
up occupied lands, Arabs should cut 
oil shipments to the Western 
powers by 23 per cent. 

Subh a cut would have-to.be ap- 
proved by the 22-member Arab 
League Itself at Its summit con- 
ference scheduled for November 28 
' In Amman. 

• The proposal, a big leap forward 
in Arab hard-line demands to use 
oil as a weapon in dealing with the 
West, came in the form of a Joint 
Syrian-PLO working paper sub- 
mitted to Arab League foreign and 
economics ministers at their three- 
meeting here, which ended 


yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources, who disclos- 
ed the document to UPX, said it call- 
ed for Israeli withdrawal to the 1947 
partition borders and urged use of 
the oil weapon threat to the West if 
the Israelis refused. 

Under terms of the Syrian-PLO 
proposal, Arab oil nations — in- 
cluding Saudi Arabia — would trim 
shipments of crude, by 25 per cent, 
probably starting in early 1981. 

Syria and the PLO called on the 
ministers to submit the paper as a 
proposal at the November summit 
conference. 

Syria and the PLO said the league 
Itself should decide on what further 
cuts would be taken, and on what 
timetable, should the West continue 
to defy Arab demands. 


Schmidt backs self-determination 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter). — West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said here last night that 
Palestinian self-determination 
should be part of an overall Middle 
East peace settlement. 

He told guests at a dinner in 
honour of the 83th birthday of 
Nahum Goldmann, former presi- 
dent of the World Jewish Congress, 
that Israel must be allowed to live 
behind secure frontiers. 

However, West Germany also ad- 


vocated "the legitimate right of the 
Palestinian people freely to deter- 
mine their own affairs within the 
framework of an order acceptable 
to all." Schmidt added. 

The chancellor, addressing an 
audience which Included Dutch 
prime minister Andreas Van Agt 
and U.S. Commerce Secretary 
Philip Klutznlck, said such self- 
determination should be part of the 
comprehensive, lasting and just 
peace settlement In the Middle 
East. 


Burglary rate reaches 160 a day

Independent U.S. presidential 
candidate John Anderson said on 
his arrival in Israel yesterday that 
If elected, "unlike the Carter ad- 
ministration" he would pursue 
quiet diplomacy to achieve a Mid- 
dle East peace. 

Anderson scored the administra- 
tion of President Jimmy Carter for 
singling out the Israel settlements 
in the West Bank as an obstacle to 
peace, in such a way as to Ignore 
other factors obstructing a peaceful 
solution. 

The Illinois congressman made 
Israel his first stop In a 12-day tour 
that will also Include two days each 
in Egypt, France. West Germany 
and Britain. Plans to visit Jordan 
were cancelled. (See story below). 

Greeted at Ben-Gurlon Airport by 
Deputy Knesset Speaker M oah e 
Meron, Anderson said he had been 
to Israel several times before as a 
member of Congress, but "now as a 
presidential candidate I have come 
on this fact-finding visit to pick up 
ideas on how we can speed up the 
peace process." He added that he 
was not happy with the pace of the 
peace process and with some 
statements made by President 
Carter, former secretary of state 
Cyrus Vance and other U.S. of- 
ficials. 

The white-haired congressman 
reiterated that he was opposed to 
the PLO becoming a partner In the 
peace negotiations until it 
renounces terrorism and 
recognizes Israel as an Independent 
state. 

His aides told reporters that 
Anderson's visit was not designed 
to win Jewish votes in the election, 
but that he came to listen and to 
learn. 

In the evening, the presidential 
candidate met with Acting Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadin, Knesset 
Speaker Yitohak Berman and MK 
Moshe Dayan, before attending a 
dinner given by the chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 


Defence Committee, Moahe Arens. 

Today he meets with President 
Yitzhak Navon and other officials, 
as well as with Labour Party leader 
Shimon .Peres and ex-premier 
Yitzhak Rabin. Anderson express- 
ed doubts whether he would be able 
to see Prime Minister Men&hem 
Begin, who is seeing few visitors 
while recuperating from last 
week's mild heart .attack. . 

The visitor begins his tour of the 
country later In the day. He Is 
scheduled to leave Israel on Friday. 

During Anderson's meeting with 
Yadin, the acting premier raised 
the matter of the U.S. abstention in 
the last Security Council censure 
vote on Jerusalem. He said that 
Israel was dissatisfied with the 
American action, which came as a 
"shock." Anders nos rteci id 
this, but saldthat he favoured mov- 
ing the U.S. embassy to Jerusalem 
"as a final act of the peace 
process." 

Yadin told Anderson, in reply to 
his query, that he favoured 
territorial compromise with Jor- 
dan, after the Camp David process 
had been worked out. 

After the meeting, Anderson told 
reporters that their conversation 
revealed a mutual concern over the 
security of the Persian Gulf and 
that Israel and the U.S. both felt 
that the vital interests of the free 
world in that region should be 
protected. 

In reply to a reporter's question 
whether the question of Israeli 
settlements had come up at the 
meeting, Anderson said that he 
wished to be frank and to admit that 
many Americans fe^t the 
settlements should be limited to 
those assuring Israel's security. 

He said that the Carter ad- 
ministration's singling out of the 
settlements as an obstacle to peace 
obscured the fact that the issue 
should properly be a subject for 
negotiations between the parties 
themselves.

TEL AVIV. — An average of 160 
homes and businesses are now 
burgled every day, according to 
the police and insurance com- 
panies.

Eitan Avnion, chairman of the in- 
surance companies organization, 
said that 12,280 businesses had been 
burgled in the first half of this year. 

Kartl said police had recently 
begun Co develop a new programme 
to fight the soaring burglary rate, 
ranging from public information 
campaigns to new laws. 

The public, he said, would be told 
of simple. Inexpensive means of 
preventing burglaries.

Anderson's staff had "worked 
hard" to try to Include Jordan on 
his itinerary and, for a brief period, 
it appeared that they had succeed- 
ed U.S. officials said. "But The 
Jerusalem Post is well read In Am- 
man," a reliable source said yester- 
day. 

Anderson has upset Carter ad- 
ministration officials by his highly- 
publicized decision to visit East 
Jerusalem with an escorting party 
that Includes Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek and Foreign Ministry 
officials.

Rift in Zimbabwe ruling coalition 


SALISBURY. — Relations between 
Zimbabwe's restive coalition 
partners worsened yesterday with 
a bitter personal attack on one of 
Prime 'Minister Robert Mugabe's 
cabinet appointees by the Patriotic 
Front (PF) party of Horae Affairs 
Minister Joshua Nkomo. 

The criticism was of Finance 
Minister Enos Nkala, who told a 
weekend rally he would "crush” 
Nkomo, the Junior partner In 
Mugabe's coalition government. 
The PF accused Nkala of fomenting 
"another calamltlous internecine 
war." 

Mugabe and Nkomo were allies 
during the seven-year bush wa 1- 
that led up to Zimbabwe's in- 
dependence, but since Mugabe 
assumed the premiership their 
Alliance has been uneasy and there 
arc fears of a damaging spHt 
between them. 

The PF statement referred to 
Senator Nkala as a "disaster to the 
nascent republic of Zimbabwe." a 
"political and physical dwarf," and 
a "warmonger." 

The statement said: "The PF 
must work together in government . 
as they worked together In the arm* I 


ed liberation struggle." 

But It warned that comments like 
Nkala's seemed aimed at “plung- 
ing Zimbabwe into another 
calamitous internecine war just to 
cause smiles on Senator NkaJa’s 
lipa.” 

Meanwhile, the' rift between Zim- 
babwe and South Africa reached 


crisis proportions as Pretoria 
recalled all its diplomatic staff. 

’ South African Foreign Minister 
Roelof Botha said yesterday that 
the Zimbabwe government has 
“made it clear they do not want to 
maintain diplomatic relations with 
South Africa."

Wife’s right to know husband’s income

A bill proposed by Chaika 
Grossman to permit a wife to ex- 
amine her family's Income tax file, 
had the coalition defeated yester- 
day in the Knesset's Finance Com- 
mittee. But with revisions demand- 
ed by the coalition still to be discuss- 
ed in a few days, the opposition's 
victory was only temporary. 

The Treasury's attitude Is that the 
bill should be hedged with the 
proviso that access be limited to 
cases in which there Is a legal dis- 
pute between husband and wife. 
Tax officials say they fear that If 
women have free access to the files, 
many men may make false 


declarations lest their wives dis- 
cover the true state of family 
finances. Grossman said this claim' 
was immoral and wicked. 

She said the Treasury's attitude 
ran counter to the principles of 
equality and make it Impossible to 
check the claims of men who say 
they cannot support thelr„ families 
because they have no income. 

A quarrel broke out during the 
committee's discussion when' 
Grossman told fellow Alignment 
MK Shoshana Arbeli-Almozlino to 
hold her tongue when the latter 
appeared to be siding with the 
Treasury view. "I bqow what your ,1 
attitude lo women is!" Grossman* 
sold. 


59,000 out of work 

as recession deepens

Israel's unemployment rate 
has risen to 4.5 per cent, 
representing some 59,000 
jobless persons, and the 
Treasury expects the number to 
reach 72,000 by the end of the 
year. These figures compare to 
a 1979 average of 37,000, or 2.9 
per cent. 

Other manifest ations of the 
current recession, which economic 
planning authority director Ezra 
Sad an said, yesterday will continue 
to deepen, include a drop In per 
capita consumption and a signifi- 
cant improvement in the country's 
balance of payments. 

Sadan was briefing reporters 
together with Civil Service*' Com- 
missioner Eitan Jacobson in ad- 
vance of Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz's Knesset speech, In which 
he reviewed his successes In effec- 
ting a "selective economic slow- 
down." (See story below). Sadan 
also presented an updated version 
of February's state budget for 
fiscal 1980. 

Among successes cited were a. 
large drop in the balance-of- 
payments deficit forecast for this 
year, from 33.2b. to $2.6b., labour 
agreements with state employees 
slated to be signed this week in- 
volving no Increase and perhaps a 
fall in real Income, and an upswing 
in exports for June following a 
slight drop in the months 
preceding. 

Sadan proudly predicted a 3.7 per 
cent drop in private consumption 
for the year, compared to earlier 
estimates of a 0.5 per cent Increase. 

He promised that the government 
will take clear and strong monetary 
steps to round out measures 
already taken, and ensure complete 
success of the Treasury’s policy. He 


refused to disclose planned changes 
in the capital market, but men- 
tioned the standing demand by the. 
Finance Ministry and Bank oT, 
Israel to cut subsidies on exports 
granted through cheap loans. 

In response. Manufacturers 
Association president Avraham 
Shavit was already pressing yester- 
day not to cut export subsidies, but 
indications, were that he will not 
succeed. Economists in both the 
Treasury and the central bank 
agree that such a step Is vital to the 
success of government policy. 

In response to a question, Sadan 
admitted that although the foreign 
trade balance has improved, the 
drop in Imports has caused the 
state debt to increase, due to lower 
tax revenue. This increases the 
budget deficit and makes the 
monetary steps necessary. , 

The Central Bureau of Statistics 
yesterday disclosed that exports for 
the first half of 1980 totalled 
32.655b. , an Increase of 27 per cent. 
Sadan noted that Industrial exports 
excluding diamonds were up 33 per 
cent, a significant accomplishment. 

A further breakdown of the 
figures shows exports up only 3 per 
cent In the second quarter of 1980 
conipared ;to the first, and 9 per 
cent compared to the final quarter 
of 1979. Diamond exports totalled 
3723m., a 22 per cent increase, and 
agricultural exports were 3428m., 
up 15 per cent. 

Current Treasury predictions In- 
dicate an 8 per cent overall export 
rise for the year, down slightly 
from the previous estimate of 8.5 
per cent. But Imports are now ex- 
pected to drop 5.1 per cent Instead 
of rising by 1.8 per cent, the original 
projection. 

Sadan would not discuss govern- 
ment successes In reducing Infla- 
tion, and refused to predict what 
the final figure for 1980 will be. But 


he >.did pay that the recently con- 
cluded labour agreements repre- 
sent the expected rate, and Jacob- 
sob added that the raises given 
state employees were within the 
bounds of guidelines in* the state 
budget. 

Jacobson would not say whether 
tax. credit points and children's 
allowances would be updated In Ju- 
ly. affirming only that tax tables 
would be fully adjusted. He stress- 
ed that full updating of the credit 
points and allowances would cost 
the state XS900m.. making It clear 
that they would not be revised. 

The statistics released yesterday 
also Indicated a gross national 
product increase of 3.6 per cent for 
tee year, compared to an original 
prediction of 4.2 per cent and a 1979 
figure of 4.8 per cent. 

Public consumption (exclusive of 
defence imports) will rise by 2.5 per 
cent, civilian public consumption 
will be l.l per cent lower and local 
defence spending will be up 5.6 per 
cent. All these figures are lower 
than previous estimates. 

Sadan said yesterday that he 
would prefer to see no rise at all In 
defence spending, but unfortunate- 
ly, this will not be achieved. 

Also predicted by yesterday's 
figures, which sum up the first half 
of the year and make projections 
for the last six months of 1980, is a 
14 per cent drop in gross invest- 
ment. accompanied by a fall in in- 
ventories. Only housing investment 
will rise by 7.5 per cent, even more 
than originally forecast. 

The Treasury further predicts 
that capital imports for 1980 win 
reach 34.26b., up from 33.34b. in 
1979. and as a result of the stabiliz- 
ed deficit. Israel’s foreign currency 
reserves are expected to rise by up 
to 33b. for the year. But Israel’s 
foreign debt will expand to 315. 5b.. 
up 31.5b. from the end of 1979. 


Hurvitz: Job cuts to be selective

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
said yesterday that manpower 
reductions in the public services 
will henceforth be accomplished 
selectively, rather than by setting a 
| uniform percentage of staff to be 
dismissed. 

He also outlined a series of what 
he called encouraging signs In the. 
economy* — ranging from a sub- 
stantial decline in Imports and 
private consumption, to an an- 
ticipated real increase in exports 
that will reduce the current civilian 
trade deficit by about 31b. 

Speaking In the Knesset on the ac- 
tivities of his ministry Hurvitz said 
that. In the area of wage policy, the 
government’s Immediate goal Is to 
stabilize" real wages. 

In the production sector, Hurvitz 
said, the government will en- 
courage the linkage of wage 
agreements to increased produc- 
tivity. 

In the public sector, the govern- 
ment will separate short-term from 
long-term policy. In the short run 
the object 1a to maintain, as far as 
possible, the real value of wages. In 
fthe long run, the government will 
rely on the recommendations of the 
Sussman Committee, Hurvitz said. 

Analysing the country's 
economic ills Hurvitz said that, 
relative to productivity and 
national product, the economy suf- 
fers from excessive public con- 
sumption. 

For years, he contended, the level 
of public expenditure on education. 


health, and social welfare has been 
determined on the basis of “needs" 
(the quotes are the minister's) 
which reflected lofty Ideals. Bid: he 
said insufficient attention was paid 
to the ability of the economy to bear 
the load. 

. The sltuatt*>n was- similar for 
public expenditure on defence, Hur- 
vitz said. Here the level of con- 
sumption was fixed on the basis of a 
security conception that carefully 
weighed the relevant- mili t ar y- and 
political dangers. But, again, there 
was not sufficient awareness of the 
effects the expenditure would have 
on the economy, he said. 

Hurvitz listed a number of en- 
couraging signs of a slow-down In 
economic activity. Hence, he said. 
If the government stands firm on 
the economic policy it recently ap- 
proved there Is every reason to sup- 
paste it will achieve Its two im- 
mediate goals: curbing Inflation 
and Improving the balance of 
payments. A. 

The encouraging indicators that 
Hurvitz listed were: 

• There was a substantial decline, 
in real terms, of Imports In the first 
five months of 1980. 

■ Apparently there will be a real 
decline In total private consump- 
tion this year — for the first time in 
the history of the state. - 

• Civilian public consumption wfll 
likewise decline (although defence 
consumption will rise). 

• There will be a large drop In In- 
vestment In all economic sectors, 
except in residential construction, 
where it will rise. 


• The real decline in imports and 
an anticipated real Increase in ex- 
ports should reduce the current 
civilian trade deficit by about Sib. 

Among the points made In the 
debate were: 

Adlel Amoral (Alignment) : One 
' T^ould never guess from listening ie 
-the- minister's speech that he was 
talking about the economy of 
Israel. One cannot argue with 
hopes, only with facts, and a com* 
parison of Hurvitz's forecast when 
he presented the budget with what 
has actually occurred in the first 
quarter points to a total collapse. 

Ylgal Cohen-Orgad (Likud- 
Herut) : The adjustment of the tax 
brackets will . not benefit the seven 
lowest deciles but only the three 
highest. If the Hlstadrut were real- 
ly interested in the low-income 
groups, It would have pressed for 
the linkage of tax credit points to 
the index. That method had the 
further advantage that It would cost 
the Treasury only IS300m., and not 
the IS600m. the tax-bracket adjust- 
ment will cost. 

Stef Wertheimer (Shai) : The 
governor of the Bank of Israel has 
come out against the subsidizing of 
Industry — the same governor who 
issues linked bonds, which are sub- 
sidized three times as much as In- 
dustry. The challenge of our time Is 
to build a splendid export Industry. 
Why should office workers work 38 
hours a week and production 
workers 47 hours? Zionism today 
will find Its realization in expert in- 
dustries.

Also visiting Begin yesterday was 
Acting Premier and Defence 
Minister Yigael Yadin who said, on 
leaving, that Begin would be com- 
ing out of the hospital In a week. 


Shak’a returns today, 
to face tight security

TEL AVIV. —Israel is planning to 
clamp tight security on Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shak'a when he 
returns today from medical, treat- 
ment in Jordon, an IDF spokesman 
said yesterday. 

-Shak'a went to Jordan after he 
lost both legs In an assassination 
attempt last month. He Is to return, 
to Nablus today. 

An army spokesman said the 
military government will ban 
Shak’a flora giving interviews or 
making public statements. Troops 
will closely supervise his arrival, 
allowing reporters to watch, but 
limiting access. Soldiers will block 
the roads to Nablus to unauthorized 
people. 

Residents of Nablus, meanwhile, 
planned to give Shak’a a hero's 
welcome. A delegation planned to 
meet Shak’a at the AUenby Bridge, 
where he is to cross into the West 
Bank. 


North Sinai governor-general 
to be tried for corruption

GAZA. — General Mohammed 
Hussein Shawkat, the former Egyp- 
tian governor-general of El-Arlah 
and Northern Sinai, Is to be tried by 
a military tribunal on chargee of 
alleged corruption and failure In his 
duties as Egypt's first commander 
in the area. 

Shawkat and the general respon- 
sible for the area's security, Lablb 
Sharab, were summarily dismissed 
in May following a May Day visit to 
the area by President Anwar Sadat. 
Details of what led to the officers' 
dismissal and recall to Cairo were 
revealed to The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday by well-informed local 
sources. 

At a meeting with Sadat attended 
by Shawkat and Vice-President 
Hosni Mubarak, local leaders 
bitterly criticized the Egyptian 
governor's administration and 
openly accused him of soliciting 
bribes. 

The local leaders said that 
Shawkat and his joint military- 
civilian administration had brought 
about an economic catastrophe in 


the area, which had enjoyed 
relative prosperity while still con- 
nected with IsraeL They accused 
him of stifling development pro- 
jects and of ruining the local fishing 
industry , one of the main sources of 
income in the area. 

Sadat was apparently taken 
aback at the outspoken criticism of 
the El-Arlsb leaders. He im- 
mediately appointed an In- 
vestigating committee to look into 
the complaints and to. examine the 
activities of the military and 
civilian administration in the area, 
which was returned to Egypt in 
May last year. Within days of the 
committee's report being received, 
the two Egyptian officers wefre 
removed from their posts and 
recalled to Cairo. 

Shawkat has apparently suffered 
a heart attack and Is due to stand 
trial when he has fully recovered. 

Local sources said here yester- 
day that the economic situation in 
El-Arlsh remains extremely 
depressed and that more and more 
of the area's income is generated 
by smuggling.

In January, the first month of" 
operation following the opening of 
the border as part of the normaliza- 
tion process between Israel and 
Egypt, only three Gazans crossed , 
into Egypt. In June some sjDOO 

residents of the strip crossed the 
border to and from Egypt. 

Military government officials 
said that the increase, in travel 
came despite the PLO's efforts to 
disrupt the normalization process 
and its ban on contacts with Egypt. 

Families had sent single scouts to 
try out the crossing, and now things 
were developing into a steady 
stream. 

Until June I5.a total of 26.2J8 peo- 
ple had crossed the border is both 
directions. This figure includes: 
10.000 tourists. 6.000 Strip residents. 


250 students. 2.000 Israelis. 1,500 
residents of Northern Sinai and 1,- 
500 holders of various diplomatic 
passports. Very few Egyptians (“a 
few dozen at most**) have crossed 
the border into the Strip and to 
Israel. 

Despite the agreement providing 
for the crossing of private vehicles, 
only two Israeli cars have crossed 
into Egypt. Officials explain that in 
part this is due to the lack of a 
regular ferry service across the 
Suez Canal and In part doe to the 
tangles of Egyptian bureaucracy. 
Once the tunnel linking both banks 
of the Canal is completed and open- 
ed in October, the land route for 
people and goods should be far 
easier, it was su gg es ted. 

-Since early June the crossing has 
been administered by the Israel 
Airports Authority while the army 
Still runs things on the Egyptian 
side. Since June 15, 8,411 have 
crossed In both directions. A 
serious bottleneck in the processing 
of visitors on the Israeli side is 
caused by the fact that only one 
policeman is on duty for passport 
control.

Arab security detainees at the 
new maximum security prison of 
Nafha.- north of Mltzpe Ramon in 
the Negev, are planning a hunger 
strike at the end of this week to 
protest what they claim are in- 
human. conditions, according to a 
pamphlet circulated in the past few 
days. 

Seventy-eight prisoners have 
recently been transferred to the 
new prison, which was specifically 
built to hold security detainees con- 
sidered particularly tough by the 
prison and security authorities. 
They are demanding that they 
receive the same conditions as 
Jewish criminals in the country's 
other jails. 

According to the pamphlet eight 
to ten prisoners are crowded Into a 
small cell which is ventilated only 
by six boles rather than windows. 
The door of the cell, which Is of solid 
steel rather than bars, also cuts 
down the ventilation. 

The cell Is Illuminated by electric 
light for 22 hours a day. toilet 
facilities are inside the cell, there is 
no basin or mirror and water is 
provided by an internal tap, the 


prisoners claim. 

They also allege that they are not 
provided with enough food and get 
little fresh fruit or vegetables. 
There is no central dining room, 
and they have to eat while sitting on 
the floor. 

Other complaints by the Arab 
prisoners Include fewer family 
visits than other prisoners enjoy, 
confiscation of most personal 
possessions during their transfer to 
the prison, lack of sufficient exer- 
cise, insufficient medical care, 
respiratory problems caused by 
sleeping on the floor, lack of ven- 
tilation. paltry cultural and 
educational facilities, and a par- 
ticularly harsh attitude by warders 
and other prison officials. 

A spokesman for the Prison Ser- 
vice, David Silberman, yesterday 
dismissed all of these allegations 
out of hand. The question of 
providing beds for the prisoners 
was currently an issue before the 
High Court of Justice, he said, while 
a doctor had examined the amount 
of air in the cells and found it suf- 
ficient. "In everything else, apart 
from the beds, they are treated the 
same as other security offenders,” 
he said.

A former top aide to Henry 
Kissinger said In Jerusalem yester- 
day that there must be a "far more 
clear-headed and vigorous 
leadership than we have today" to 
steer the U.S- through the "difficult 
and perilous” strategic challenges 
of the 1880 s. 

Helmut Sonnenfeldt. Kissinger's 
chief adviser on the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe during the hey- 
day of detente, stressed the 
limitations and dis&ppointements 
of detente, and predicted “more 
confrontation than cooperation" 
between the superpowers In the 
coming decade. 

He urged American firmness In 
"test case" incidents around the 
world, and American determina- 
tion to maintain a balance of power 
in both the conventional and the 
unclear arenas. 

Sonnenfeldt presented his views 
to an International symposium on 
detente in Jerusalem. Sonnenfeldt, 
who Is currently associated with the 
Brookings Institution, might be a 
candidate for a senior State Depart- 
ment or diplomatic post in a 
Republican administration. 

The U.S.. he said, must s t ri ve to 
apply "a comprehensive ap- 
proach" to the complex and mul- 
tifaceted strategic challenge posed 
by the Soviet Union. The basic goal 
must be "to try to include the Soviet 
Union in the International system 
as a disciplined participant,'* 
though the Soviets would inevitably 
continue to be "competitive, 
dangerous, and ambitious.” 

He fully supported the need to 
reinforce the conventional weapons 
option. But Sonnenfeldt warned: “I 
do not believe that we should simp- 
ly Ignore the strategic weapons 
equation." 

The longstanding U.S. commit- 
ment to the defence of Europe was 
based oa a strategy that implied a 
first use of nuclear weapons by the 
U.S. -NATO forces. Sonnenfeldt 
noted. Thai strategy "could extend 
all the way to the strategic weapons 
level-'* 

Soviet nuclear power In Europe 
(short- and medium-range 
weapons; had grown impressively, 
Sonnenfeldt noted. It was a 
"serious error" for NATO to take 
account only of the SS-20 missiles 
and the "backfire” b omber s in the 
impending negotiations with the 


Soviets over the deployment of 
American cruise missiles and 
Pershing-23 in Europe. 

NATO should think hard about 
Russia's other "theatre nuclear 
weapons" before entering Into the 
negotiation. Tills range of weapons 
(SS21 through 25) meant — and 
Soviet literature implied this too — 
that the Russians "no longer ex- 
clude first use of nuclear weapons 
by them.” 

Part of the "comprehensive ap- 
proach” should be a tighter and 
more direct supervision by the U.S. 
government of economic relations 
with the Soviet Union. There had 
been “mismanagement" in this 
area. Sonenfeldt lamented. 

Economic relations had crucial 
strategic Implications. The basic 
policy decisions governing these 
ties, therefore, "should not be left to 
the entrepreneurs. Ibey're in 
business to do business, not to make 
strategy.” 

Even though the Western 
economies were free to a large ex- 
tent and encouraged private enter- 
prise. "governments must exert 
themselves" to control, for in- 
stance. the flow of technology or 
capital to the Soviets. 

Sonnenfeldt said he already 
detected in Europe the beginnings 

of a situation In which economic 
stakes In East-West trade were hav- 
ing "an lnhlbltive effect on 
policymaking." 

Sonenfeldt noted, as one of the 
lessons to be learned from the 
development of detente in the '70s, 
that relations between the USSR 
and Europe under deteute had 
“developed differently" from those 
between the USSR and the U.S. The 
Europeans* stake In detente was 
“much more concrete, palpable, 
and relevant to the lives of In- 
dividuals." This was particularly 
the case in West Germany. 

In the UJS.. on the other hand, 
apart from the grafn-growlag 
fa rmer s who had a tangible stake In 
detente, most Americans were less 
directly Involved In it. 

Another lesson of the '70s for 
Sonnenfeldt was that arms control 
talks. Including Salt, were "essen- 
tially marginal " to the real security 
concerns of the two sides. 

Salt l, for Instance, had been bas- 
ed an the numerical aggregates of 
warheads: It had had no effect on 
the subsequent development of 


more sophisticated and powerful 
warheads. 

Sonnenfeldt therefore urged “the 
need to de-mythologize the role of 
arms control and Salt" in the 1980s. 
“We might be able to actually make 
more progress here 12 we could dis- 
enthral ourselves of the centrality 
of this Issue." 

The experience of the first decade 
of detente had also shown that the 
common fear of all-out war, shared 
by both protagonists, is not 
necessarily ' ‘translatable into 
operative activities” such as arms 
control or crisis management. The 
fear of war seemed to have 
operated in that way in October 
2973, but It was unwarranted to 
assume that this was an established 
or reliable pattern of superpower 
behaviour. 

Far likelier, said Sonenfeldt, the 
two superpowers would seek to ex- 
ploit each other's fear of war for 
psychological and political advan- 
tage. 

David Krtcine adds: 

Abba Eb&n said at the sym- 
posium that detente between East 
and West is an overrated process 
that has led to a unilateral Western 
ideological disarmanroent. 

The freedom-loving countries no 
longer go out on the barricades for 
their democratic ideals. Intellec- 
tuals retrain from supporting dis- 
senters like Andrei Sakharov, for 

fear of antagonizing the Soviets, he 
saidg 

The military factor Is considered 
by Westerners nowadays to be leu 
Important in the balance of power, 
compared with economic power, in- 
ternational aid. and similar factors. 
“But it is not considered leu impor- 
tant in Ruuia," Israel's former 
foreign minister said. “Soviet 
military thinking la not regional 
and protective, but global and ex- 
pansive. 

"Why do not the nine member 
states of the European Community 
maintain conventional armed 
forces equal to those of the Soviet 
Union? They are bigger In popula- 
tion and richer in resources than 
the USSR. Yet they prefer sinking 
Into a tutelary relation with the U.S. 

"We must make the best of 
detente." Eb&n cautioned, “but we 
must not exaggerate its 
possibilities-” Fewer expectations 
will lend to fewer disappointments, 
he concluded.

U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie did not say that the U.S. 
would have to recognize the PLO at 
some point. 

A report to that effect. Issued on 
Monday by the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency and carried by The 
Jerusalem Post and other Israeli 
newspapers, caused a flutter in 
Jerusalem and Washington, and 
triggered anxious Israeli requests 
for ‘ ‘clarifications." 

But the U.S. embassy in Tel Aviv 
put out a full transcript of the 
secretary's remarks, and this 
showed that Muskie did not make 
the remark attributed to him. 

The secretary of state did, 
however, in a questlon-and-answer 
session at the Foreign Policy 
Association, fall to voice the 
longstanding U.S. position on the 
PLO when queried about possible 
recognition of the organization. It 
was this omission, apparently, 
which led the JTA to construe what 
Muskie did say as something of a 
change in policy. 

The embassy In Tel Aviv, angry 
at the JTA report, insisted y eater- 
day that there was no such change, 
and that Washington is still com- 


mitted not to deal with the PLO un- 
til its recognizes Israel and accepts 
UN Resolutions 243 and 338. 

The question to Muskie, posed by 
a "Time” magazine represen- 
tative, was: "...Has anything 
changed in the. (Mideast) situation 
since the visit of King Hussein to 
Washington and are. we any closer 
to recognizing, or feeling the need 
to recogniz^, the PLO?" . 

Muakie’s reply began: "What we 
must do at some point of course is to 
broaden the negotiating base to in- 
clude the representatives of the 
Palestinian people and the other 
countries in the area. For the mo- 
ment that broadening does not 
seem possible." 

He went on to defend the Camp 
David process from “complaints 
from Arab countries on the left and 
right, from our European friends, 
and others that we are not getting 
anywhere. This is the only process 
that has gotten anywhere. We are 
now head to head on the toughest 
issues, those dealing with 
autonomy. Any diversionary tac- 
tics attempting to hold the parties 
back from that confrontation set 
back the time and possibility far 
reaching an agreement...

Israeli pilots try to solve 
their bad image problems 


"If the parties manage to press 
that process to an agreement, then 
the challenge will be to broaden the 
negotiating base to bring In others. 
You can't really settle the Palesti- 
nian rights altogether in a 
negotiating process that does not in- 
clude them... 

"I think we are going to have to 
achieve something more by way of 
an agreement, especially with 
respect to autonomy, before . we 
have any prospect of broadening 
the base. And it is for the purpose of 
improving the possibilities of 
broadening the base at some point 
that It is important that we meet 
with King Hussein and others in the 
area from time to time.

The nxen were executed on 
Jamah id Street, a red fight district 
in sooth Teheran until Its brothels 
were bulldozed earlier tola year.

It was believed to be the Ant time 

since the revolution last year that 
executions bad been carried out on 
a city street, though two men and 
two women were stoned to death In 
the southern town of Kerman last 
Thursday for- alleged sexual 
dfrenees.

Khalit ball's anti -narcotics squad at 
Teheran's Qasr prison said the 
men's trial ended at about 21 
o'clock Monday night and the 
sentences . were carried oat soon 
After midnight.

On Friday, a spokesman for 
organisations claiming to represent 
more than 2,000 rabbis and nearly 1 
million orthodox Jews in the U-S. 
and Canada denounced the film as 
"a savage mockery of our God, our 
Bible, including the Ten Com- 
mandments. and our prophet and ; 
teacher Moses." I 


TOKYO ( AP). — Zenko Suzuki, a 
respected but little-known loyalist 
of the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party, is almost certain to be nam- 
ed Japan's new prime minister at a 
party caucus next week, political 
sources said yesterday. 

Suzuki. 69, who had been a dark 
horse candidate to succeed the late 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohtra, 
was endorsed on Monday as a com- 
promise candidate by a council of 
party elders, including former 
prime ministers Takeo Fukuda and 
Takco Mikl. 

"All we can say at this point is 
that there is a movement within the 
party towards Suzuki." said a 
cautious party spokesman. "But It 
will not be officially decided until 
party members elected to parlia- 
ment on June 22 meet next week.” 1 

The choice of Suzuki, son of a 
fisherman and an active figure In 
the fishing industry, would be un- 
usual among recent Japanese 
prime ministers, in that he has 
never headed any of the three most 
influential ministries: foreign af- 
fairs. finance or international 
trade.. 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday restated its 
readiness to hold talks with the 
West on limiting medium-range 
nuclear weapons in Europe. 

Moscow's new position on the 
issue was outlined In the Com- 
munist Party newspaper “Prav- 
da," which also gave the first 
detailed account by the Soviet 
media of West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt's visit to Moscow 
last week. 

“Pravda” said East- West 
on curbing medium-range nuclear 
weapons could take place before 
ratification of the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty (SALT II) which 
was shelved by the U.S. after the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

However, the paper repeated that 
the talks must embrace "U.S. 
nuclear forward-based weapons’* 
which include U.S. aircraft armed 
with nuclear weapons in Europe 
and the Mediterranean. 

Until Schmidt's visit, Moscow 
had maintained it would start 
only. If NATO suspended plans to 
deploy 572 Pershing-2 and Cruise 
missiles In Western Europe from 


1983. 

In a careful choice of words to 
avoid suggestions of a cllmbdown, 
"Pravda" said the new Soviet 
proposal was an “alternative ver- 
sion" taken in the light of NATO's 
missile plans which. It maintained, 
would tilt the nuclear weapons 
balance in Europe In NATO's 
favour. 

If the extra missiles were even- 
tually deployed, Moscow and its 
allies would “take all measures to 
restore this imbalance.” the party 
organ said. It added, however, that 
the Soviet Union and its Warsaw 
Pact partners were not trying for 
military supremacy over the West. 

Referring to Schmidt's visit, 
"Pravda” Indicated that President 
Leonid Brezhnev had strongly 
defended the Soviet Intervention in 
Afghanistan to the chancellor. 

Apparently drawing a com- 
parison between pro-Moscow 
Afghan President Babrak Karmal 
and the late Marxist Chilean 
leader, Salvador Allende, "Prav- 
da" said the Soviet side had told 
Schmidt: “There win be no second 
Chile in Afghanistan.”

China, ASEAN states rap 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Chinese 
Prime Minister Hua Guofeng flew 
here last night to join the largest 
gathering of foreign statesmen ever 
to assemble In Japan, for today’s 
memorial ceremony for Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter is 
due to arrive this morning and wifi 
meet the Chinese leader for the first 
time tomorrow. 

The non-denorainational rites will 
provide the formal highlight, but 
the political spotlight will be on a 
series of bilateral meetings to dis- 
cuss current world problems. 

Crown Prince Akihlto and Crown 
Princess Mlchlko will head more 
than 6.000 Japanese at the 
ceremony for Ohira, who came un- 
der frequent criticism during his 
year and a half in office but whose 
memory has been widely and affec- 
tionately honoured in Japan since 
his death on June 12 after a heart 
attack. 


Indian move on Kampuchea 


SINGAPORE (Reuter). — China 
and South-East Asia's non- 
communist nations yesterday ex- 
pressed bitter resentment over In- 
dia's decision to recognize the 
Vietnamese-backed Heng Samrln 
government In Kampuchea. 

China accused India of disregar- 
ding Vietnam's aggression against 
Kampuchea, and said that the 
move, announced on Monday, could 
only harm India's linage. 

It was "exceptionally regret- 
table" at a time when the Associa- 
tion of South-East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) and all other peace- 
loving countries were demanding 
the withdrawal of Vietnamese 
troops from Kampuchea and 
denouncing Vietnam's recent arm- 
ed intrusion Into Thailand, the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry said in a 
statement.

government, were equally critical 
of the Indian move. The ASEAN 
countries of Singapore, Malaysia, 
Thailand, Indonesia and the Philip- 
pines said It would only strengthen 
their resolve to stand united in 
seeking a political settlement in 
Kampuchea. 

The strongest criticism came 
from Singapore Foreign Minister 
Suppiah Dhanabalan, who said that 
the Indian action brought into ques- 
tion New Delhi's role as & leader of 
the so-called non-aligned move- 
ment 

He said that it would only serve 
toe interests of the Soviet Union and 
would not bring about peace in 
Kampuchea. 

Western diplomatic sources said 
India's decision would give the 
Phnom Penh government, installed 
18 months ago with Vietnamese 
military support, a much needed 
diplomatic boost at a critical time. 
India was the first major non- 
communist nation to recognize the 
Heng Samrln government. 


The cows come home 


GENEVA (UPI). — For just the 
third time this century, Swiss 
farmers have been forced by bad 
weather to bring back their cows 
from Alpine summer pastures. 

Grazing has been made impossi- 
ble by heavy snowfalls, even at 
relatively low altitude. 

The only other years this century 
when, herds had to be brought back 
to the valley were 1910 and 1948. 

Bad weather has also kept 
several Alpine highway passes 
blocked and caused widespread 
vacation cancellations by tourists. 


French police arrest. 
7 accused terrorists 


Brazil’s pariah ‘red bishop’ 
is honoured by the pope 


RECIFE, Brazil (AP). — For more 
than a decade the internationally- 
known "red bishop” of this north- 
eastern Brazilian city was a non- 
person in his own country. 

His name was banned from radio, 
television and newspapers. 

His aide was mysteriously gunn- 
ed down in 1969 at the height of a 
confrontation between toe Catholic 
Church and the right-wing military, 
who accused him of subversion in 
his work with the poor and the dis- 
inherited. 

But yesterday, toe Most Rev. 
Helder Pessoa Camara, 
Archbishop of Olinda and Recife, 
was savouring a sweet comeback. 

He had just celebrated an open- 
air mass with Pope John Paul H 
before close to half a million people, 
carried on nationwide television. 


The pope gave the 72 -year-old 
archbishop a long, hard embrace. 
Then he delivered a speech aimed 
at "the peasants of Brazil'* In which 
he denounced "poverty, under- 
nourishment, poor health con- 
ditions. illiteracy and insecurity" 
— the themes which Camara had 


been harping on for more than 30 
years. 

And to top It all, in Recife John 
Paul slept in Camara's bed in the 
palace which the archbishop 
vacated 15 years ago to live in more 
modest quarters in keeping with his 
vow of poverty. 

The fame of Dom Helder, as he is 
called here ("Dom" means mon- 
signor in Portuguese), grew in toe 
1950s when he worked as an aux- 
iliary bishop In the slums of Rio de 1 
Janeiro — toe same shanties which , 
the pope visited last week, leaving 
behind a personal gold ring as a gift 
to the residents. 

Dom Helder's relations with the 
tumultuous government of left- 
leaning former president Joao 
Goulart were friendly. His relations- 
with the government changed for 
the worse in 2964 when* a group of 
Brazilian generals ousted the 
civilian leader. 

Transferred to Recife, toe largest 
city of toe tinder-dry north-east 
where be was born, Dom Helder im- 
mediately antagonized the military 
by speaking out for social justice 
and human rights. 


PARIS ( UPI) . — French police said 
yesterday they have arrested seven- 
persons on charges of belonging to 
the Prlma Linea Italian extreme 
leftist faction accused by Rome of 
being responsible tor a number of 
political terrorist attacks. 

Police said they were rounded up 
on the basis of an international 
warrant circulated by Italian- 
authorities. - ? 

They were identified as Vito 
Bianco-Rosso, 22, Grazzlano- 
Asposito. 23, Pietro Crescente, 23,. 
Rosaldo Bosco, 24, Peter Freeman, 
22, Stefano Moschettl, 27 and 
Pascallno Bottigiieri, 25. 


Adm. Gorshkov in 
Addis on working visit 

ADDIS ABABA. — Fleet Admiral 
Sergei Gorshkov, deputy Soviet 
defence minister, has ' arrived in 
Ethiopia at the head of a six-man 
delegation on a working visit, toe' 
official Ethiopian - news agency - 
reported yesterday. 

The admiral said on arrival that 
the Soviet Union — Ethiopia’s prin- 
cipal arms supplier — attaches 
great importance to relations 
between the two countries. 


Persian manuscript 
fetches record price 


S. American states in dock 


GENEVA (UPI). — The Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists 
yesterday denounced "unlawful 
collaboration" between Argenti- 
nian, Chilean. Paraguayan and 
Uruguayan security forces. 

The commission said this 
collaboration includes the torture 
and killing of the four countries' 
nationals. 

It said evidence of the collabora- 
tion was obtained from Argentine 
lawyer Amilcar Santucho, whose 
brother Mario was leader of the 
People's Revolutionary Army. 

Santucho fled Buenos Aires in 


2975, but was arrested in Paraguay, 
while on his way to Peru, and held 
there for four years. 

"During my detention Z was in- 
terrogated and tortured first by 
Argentinian and Paraguayan police 
and later, successively, by Argenti- 
nian. Chilean and Uruguayan 
military officers,” Santucho told 
the commission. 

The independent world organiza- 
tion of lawyers, said Santucho 's 
testimony provides “clear evidence 
of unlawful collaboration” between 
the four countries, which had led to 
the deaths of countless people later 
reported to have "disappeared." 


LONDON (UPI). — A Persian 
manu script sold yesterday for 
£935,000 (IS Him.), a world record 
for any manuscript at auction and 
triple toe pre-sale estimate. 

An agent in Geneva acting for an 
anonymous client paid the record 
sum for what auctioneering firm 
Sotheby Parke Bernet described as 
"the moat important Persian il- 
lustrated manuscript ever likely to 
come on the market." It was "The : 
World History” of Rashid al-Din,' 
the first general history of the 
world, written to the order of a. 
descendant of Ghengls Khan in 
1314. 

The text la in Arabic and 68 leaves ' 
are illustrated with 100 miniatures, 
described as being "of crucial im- ’ 
portance to toe history of Persian ; 
miniature painting."

PAMPLONA. Spain (UPI). — 
Almost 10,000 Basques shouting 
rit-cMf to separatist guerrillas and 
criticism of moderate home rule 
leaders demonstrated noisily in 
Pamplona yesterday on toe second 
day of the annual running of the 
buila. 

Despite fears of violence, the 
demonstration concluded peaceful- 
ly at the spot where Spanish police 
shot dead a young communist, 27- 


year-old German Rodriguez, two 
years ago in a night of rioting that 
forced the suspension of the San 
Fermin festival, Europe's wildest 
party. 

Yesterday morning's running of 
the bulls — a daily ritual In which 
Intrepid and less-intrepid youths 
race with six fighting bulls a 
kilometre through the streets of 
Pamplona -r- also passed off 
without Incident. 


9.6% hike for British MPs to set example 


BLOOMINGTON, Minnesota (AP). 
— Larry Holmes knocked down 
Scott Ledoux in the sixth round and 
then stopped the partially blinded- 
challenger with a right-hand blow 
to his left eye in the seventh round 
to retain the World Boxing Council 
heavyweight championship here on 
Monday night. 

Referee Davey Pearl stopped the 
fight although a doctor said Ledoux 
could continue. 

In Minneapolis, Seoul Mamby, of 
New York, stopped a fierce 
challenge from hard-hitting Puerto 
Rican Esteban Dejesus on Monday 
night to retain his World Boxing 
Council super-lightweight title with 
a knockout in the 13th round.

Desert death ends Salvadoran escape bid 


AJO. Arizona (AP). — Hope that 
more members of a group of 
Salvadorans being smuggled Into 
the U.S. might be found alive in the 
blistering hot Arizona desert 
dwindled on Monday as the 
temperature of the surface of the 
desert sand reached 49 degrees cen- 
tigrade. 

Border Patrol agents said they 
hoped that 13 Salvadoran aliens 
arrested on Friday near Yuma. 
Arizona, were part of the same par- 
ty: :f so. most of those *who had 
hired smugglers to get them across 
the border are now accounted tor. 

Thirteen bodies and 23 survivors 
were counted over the weekend in 
the scorched wasteland of Organ 
Pipe National Monument Park. A 
14th survivor — a Mexican — was 


.added to the list yesterday after of- 
ficials noticed their earlier reports 
hadn't mentioned his association 
with the Salvadoran group. 

“From here on out we are looking 
for dead people,” said E.J. “Jerry" 
Scott, senior Border Patrol agent. 
He noted that temperatures again 
hovered near 44 degree s centigrade 
on Monday, and said anyone 
stranded in the desert would have' 
long since exhausted any liquid 
carried. 

The only water In the park is at 
the monument headquarters. 

In Phoenix. Governor Bruce Bab* 
bltt offered a $10,000 reward for in- 
formation leading to the successful 
•prosecution of the smugglers- 

"The trafficking in human mb* 
cry and subsequent looting and 


abandonment of these people (the 
illegal aliens) along the bonier Is a, 
wanton and senseless crime tha» L 
requires the fullest efforts by both 
Mexico and the -United States to' 
bring the responsible people to 
justice," Babbitt said. 

The desert survivors reported* 
that they were among a group of' 
about 45 Salvadorans who had- 
assembled last week at San Luis, 
about 192 km. west of here. But the 
figure of 45 seems very .ap- 
proximate.

What our feet 
have to stand

EXHAUSTING THE 
JERUSALEM PINE

MOTOR VEHICLE exhaust 
fumes from Tel Aviv have ap- 
parently killed the Sha'ar Hagai 
forest. 

The mystery of what Is killing the 
trees has puzzled scientists for 
years. 

According to a report released 
yesterday -by Prof. Ze'ev Naveh of 
the Technion's Agricultural 
Engineering Faculty, the pine trees 
In the forest are dying of ozone 
poisoning. Ozone Is a by-product of 
the pollution caused in largest part 
by the Coastal Plain’s heavy traf- 
fic. It is carried by wind from Tel 
Aviv towards Jerusalem and Is 
trapped in the Sha'ar Hagai ca- 
nyon, through which the Tel Aviv- 
Jerusalem highway also runs. ^ 

Traffic along that highway is 
suspected of compounding the 
problem, he added. 

Naveh. working with E.H. 
Steinberger. also of the Technion, 
and Hebrew University 
researchers S. Chain and A. 
Roman, exposed saplings to con- 
trolled concentrations of ozone. In 
their research paper, the scientists 
reported that the young trees dis- 
played the same symptoms as the 
pine trees In Sha'ar Hagai. 

Ozone is an oxygen molecule with 
three atoms of oxygen instead of 
two. It is normally found In the at- 
mosphere in very weak concen- 


trations. 

Using sensitive tobacco strains 
for monitoring air pollution, the 
scientists found high ozone concen- 
trations In the Tel Aviv 
metropolitan area and, under cer- 
tain meteorological conditions, in 
Jerusalem as well. 

“It should be emphasized that 
ozone transport from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem is not an Isolated 
phenomenon, but occurs rather 
frequently,'* Naveh said. “From 
May to August, ozone transport oc- 
curred on more than 59 per cent of 
the days studied-'* 

“It seems therefore very plausi- 
ble that.. .air masses carrying 
ozone from the coastal region up to 
Jerusalem are trapped in the 
Sha’ar Hagai canyon,’* he con- 
tinued. “Additional ozone might be 
generated along the highway 
Itself... (causing). ..severe damage 
to susceptible pine trees.** 

The scientists cited similar 
problems In the U.S. — in the 
southern Sierra Nevada mountains 
and in Southern California. They 
pointed to similarities between the 
climatological, meteorological and 
topographical characteristics of 
Israel and the U.S. West Coast. 
They noted that in both regions the 
ozone concentrations are 
transported inland by winds. 

The scientists. In their con- 


clusions. Issued a plea and warning 
that Israel must mandate pollution 
control devices or motor vehicles. 
They also warned that the smog 
that often results in high ozone con- 
centrations In the densely pop- 
ulated coastal region is Incr easin g 
every year as a result of industrial 
development, energy consumption, 
and traffic. 

Naveh Is no: the first one to point 
a finger at pollution as a possible 
cause of the death of the Sha'ar 
Hagai forest But be is apparently 
the first to back up his suspicions 
with in-depth scientific research. 

Over the years more than & dozen 
possible causes for the problem 
have been mooted, ranging from 
soil nutrition to fungus and from 
snow to drought. 

In 1975 scientists thought they 
had solved tbe mystery, blaming a 
species of insect discovered at- 
tacking the trees. 

In the latest findings, the scien- 
tists said that once pollution has in- 
jured the trees they are more 
susceptible to infestation by pine 
bark beetles and other pests. 

Since 1976, as more and more 
pine trees in the forest have died, 
the JNF has cleared out hundreds 
of dunams and replanted them with 
‘other species of trees in hopes they 
win have a better chance of sur- 
vival* ‘ 
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body is taken so much for granted 
as our feet. The whole weight of our 
body, of course, rests on them and 
we often forget that our feet are 
liable to undergo changes as we 
lose or gain weight 
• All in all, our feet certainly 
“stand” a lot and it Is salutary to 
consider that many foot problems 
could be avoided by proper foot 
care and hygiene and by choosing 
well-fitting footwear. 

Here are some questions concer- 
ning feet which I've received 
recently from readers. ' 

Q. / thought my two-year-old 
seemed to be flat-footed when he 
walked and so I took hint to our doc- 
tor. Se said that this was natural 
for hi« age and that nothing needed 
to be done. Could you say a word or 
two about fiat feet please f 
A. Well, the normal adult foot has 
two arches, a longitudinal one and 
a transverse one. In a "flat” foot. It 
is usually the inner aspect of the 
longitudinal arch which drops so 
as to be dose to or in contact with 
the ground. : ; 

There is usually 'a congenital 
basis for such adef&Gt, although the* ' 
condition may be associated with 
various strains from muscle 
weaknesses during activity which 
persists for long periods. 

Moot flat feet are asymptomatic 
and cause no problems whatsoever. 
From this it follows that it shouldn’t 
be automatically assumed that If a 
foot Is flat, then all .the aches and 
pains anywhere in the lower limbs 
are attributable to this. 

' However, if a doctor decides that 
such a foot is causing symptoms 
treatment relies mainly on exer- 
cises to strengthen foot and calf 
muscles and sometimes the use of 
special arch supports prescribed 
under medical supervision. Weight 
reduction, where appropriate, is 
also often beneficial. 

All infants have flat feet for a 
year or two after they begin to ■ 
walk, and as your doctor points out 
this doesn't require any treatment 
My elderly mother suffers from 
painflil corns on her feet. Why do 
these form and what can be done 
about the problemf 

OUR SKIN Is constantly being 
renewed from below and the aid sur- 
face skin layer shed. However; if 
there is pressure or friction at any 
place — for example, a toe rubbing 
Against a shoe — then normal shed- 
ding is impaired and' a com (a 
thickened layer of dead skin) 
begins to form. 

Eventually, this causes pressure 
on a nerve ending which leads to the 
discomfort and pain. 


Established corns are best put In 
the hands of a qualified chiropodist 
for treatment; do-it-yourself 
measures often only make matters 
worse. The importance of comfor- 
table footwear is obviously 
paramount. 

I have a bunion on my foot and 
my doctor has suggested surgery 
far it What do you think 9 

A BUNION, or hallux valgus to give 
it its proper medical name, is a 
deformity of the blg-toe joint over 
which a little “anti-friction” pad 
has formed. The big toe is conse- 
quently angulated sideways. This is 
another condition often Intimately 
related to ill-fitting shoes. 

At first, the deformity may only 
be present when such shoes are ac- 
tually being worn, but afterwards it 
becomes permanent. Treatment in- 
itially may be aimed at relieving 
pressure on the bunion by wearing 
specially adapted shoes or "bunion 
pads.” But when these measures 
fail to make any impact resort to 
surgical correction is usually ad- 
vised, -and if your bunion has reach- 
ed this stage, then -your doctor's 
suggestion would seem to be a valid 
one. 

My son has athlete’s foot which is 
very resistant to treatment Do you 
have, any Ups about this 7 

I INTEND to devote a separate ar- 
ticle to this common problem in the 
near future. Meantime, as regards 
treatment Ups about this 
widespread fungal Infection which 
usually affects the toes, my ex- 
perience suggests that while there 
are many potentially effective 
ointments and creams available for 
local use In the condition, these are 
often not applied for long enough by 
the sufferer. 

In most cases, such treatment 
has to be continued for at least 
three weeks at a time, U not longer, 
to be of any value. 

Certain cases of athlete's foot 
may be helped by tablets taken by 
mouth and you should ask your doc- 
tor about this. In the commoner 
chronic (as opposed to acute) form 
of the condition, which I think your 
son must have, daily -washing of the 
feet, and careful drying is, of 
course. . essential. Any macerated 
skin should be rubbed away, and 
socks should be changed frequent- 
ly- 

An anti-fungal foot powder may 
also be used prophylactically after 
the condition has apparently 
cleared up. This should* also be used 
to dust out the shoes since fungi 
remaining there may be a potent 
source of re- Infection. 


Exchanging hospitality

“HOW CAN I travel around the 
world cheaply?” a colleague asked 
me recently. At the time, I had no 
answer. But that was before X had 
heard of the Guest Exchange Club, 
a voluntary organization for 
mutual hospitality founded by a 
Jerusalem physician. 

Tbe group, started in. 1972, was 
conceived as a way- of increasing 
the bonds between the Jewish peo- 
ple abroad and Israel. Since then, it 
has expanded, and In many coun- 
tries includes many non- Jewish 
friends of Israel. 

The idea Is a simple one. In return 
for taking guests from abroad Into 
your home (or doing volunteer work 
for the organization in some other 
way), you will be sent to others 
abroad who will take you in. 

Dr. Yitzhak Weiss, organiser and 
head of the organization, believes 
that by Informally bringing the 
Jews of the world together with 
Israelis, Jewish identity can be 
strengthened. Only 9 per cent of the 
Jews of the diaspora have been In 
Israel, and many are deterred from 
coming because of tbe cost. 

•The organization not only finds a 
way . of cutting expenses, he • 
stresses, but also provides the 
visitor with a far more intimate pic- 
ture of the country than that receiv- 
ed by ordinary tourists, who meet, 
only waiters and guides. 

In addition to the borne hospitali- 
ty, the group arranges visits to kib- 
butzim and moshavira, - stints at 
archaeological excavation sites, 
camping expeditions and off-beat 
excursions. 


DOES THE group have any trouble 
with the “ugly Israeli?” Weiss con- 
ceded that there have been a few 
letters complaining of guests who 
did not deign to thank their hosts, 
hut these, he said, have been few 
and far between. Now tbe group in- 
cludes Instructions to would-be 
guests to include a small gift for 
their hosts and to send thank-you 
cards and letters afterwards. 

He also felt that while Israelis 
tend to be rude and Ill-mannered hi 
large groups, when they are on their 
own — and especially when they are 
in private homes — they are warm 
and tend to forge links of friendship. 
At present, he said, there are about 
3,000 Israelis in the group. 

DXD SOME people join the 
organisation in order to benefit 
from the free hospitality, while 
neglecting to pay back in kind? So 
far, said Weiss, there has been no 
such problem, because of the large 
number of people abroad who are 
willing to be hosts. 

If there was a shortage of homes, 
he added, then those who had 
proven themselves by their 
volunteer activities would get 
preference. 

The group also offers a form of In- 
surance which involves the pay- 
ment of hotel expenses in the event 
that a traveller Is without lodging as 
a result of misfortune.

Druse company handles contact 
to repairrailway freight wagons

Jerusalem Yost Reporter 
HAIFA. — Between 200 and 300 
freight wagons will be repaired or 
rebuilt annually when the railways 7 
new workshop at Beersheba is 
completed In about three months. 
The work wiU be carried out by the 
Kadmani Brothers Company of 
Yerka. In the Western Galilee, 
which was awarded a contract for 
repair and maintenance work a 
year ago. 

Israel Railways has a large fleet 
of freight wagons, some dating 
back to the days of the British Man- 
date. which are idled by a lack of 
skilled manpower to maintain 
them. The resultant shortage of 
rolling stock curtails the railways* 
capacity to meet the demand for 
haulage of bulk freight, Including 


minerals for export. 

Only a small and inadequate 
number of freight wagons are today 
being repaired by the Vulcan Com- 
pany in the Bayside area and by 
Kadmani Brothers at their 
workshop in Yerka. to which the 
wagons have to be transported by 
truck. 

The Kadmani Company, founded 
nine years ago. Is the largest Druse- 
owned industrial plant In the coun- 
try and employs 320 Druse 
Jews. It engages mainly in major 
metal construction work for In- 
dustry and for service enterprises. 
It reported a turnover last year of 
IL2S0m. and plans to expand Its 
facilities considerably. 

The Beersheba workshop is being 
built by the railways and will be 
leased to the Kadmani Company. 


Relief for U.S. car industry 


DETROIT (Reuter). — President 
Carter yesterday announced relief 
measures for the depressed car in- 
dustry of the UJ3-, including a 
package to help car manufacturers 
with pressing cash-flow problems. 
He said he was also speeding up an 
administrative inquiry into the 
plight of the Industry. 

He made no mention of quotas on 
imports of Japanese small cars, 
sought by leaden of the United 
Automobile Workers Union. But In- 
dustry sources said the inquiry 
could lead to a voluntary import 
restriction on Japanese can later 
this year. 

In pressing for a quota the unions 
have pointed to unemployment of 
250,000 in this centre of the car In- 
dustry. 

Carter announced he was arrang- 
ing nwmii business and the 

relaxation of some regulations Ou t 
could add up to 3900m. to the cash 
flow of manufacturers apd their 
dealers. 


Other steps announced by the 
president include: 

— Changes In the stringent emis- 
sion standards expected to be in- 
troduced In 1984. which he said 
could save the Industry 3300m. 

— A halt to Department of 
Transportation major safety rules 
for automobiles this year, which 
would reduce capital costs. 

— The Treasury to speed up Its 
study of motor vehicle Industry tax 
depredation guidelines so that new 
depredation schedules can be In- 
troduced soon.

• ■ The second main group of ex- 
porters art small and medium atee 
companies, which have a con- 
siderable export capacity, hut have 
not yet established the facilities to 
break Into the export market. "It 
takes time to build up this In- 
frastructure.” he says, noting that 
the Export Institute is doing 
everything possible to help these 
potential exporters learn thp ropes. 

The rapid falling off of sales In 
the local market Is forcing this 
group to eye foreign sales eagerly- 
Korebver, the fact that more 
labour Is -available — only a few 
months ago it was hard to find fac- 
tory hands — is also helping these 
companies keep their mac hine ry 
functioning at a higher capacity. 

The third group of exporters are 
those companies which are expor- 
ting. but have lost part of their 
market due to their Inability to 
adapt themselves to changing 
markets abroad, or to torn out a 
better product.

The Ministry of Industry, Trade

The 
Tourism Administration, he said, 
win -work out a comprehensive plan 
so as to avoid future imbalances 
between the supply and demand for 
hotel rooms. .

WHAT A STRANGE people we seem to be, sometimes. From 
the heights of the sublime we plunge right into Uie Abyss of the 
ridiculous, we move without blinking an eye from self- 
immolation into utter indifference, and the same experience is 
j apt to bring out the best as well as the worst in us. 
f Take the kldnap-murder case of Oron Yarden. Perhaps not 
since the Yom Kippur War was there an occasion for Israelis to 
so intensely share a common concern, sympathy, even frustra- 
tion — over their inability to help the stricken family. It was 
almost as though a born-again nation became determined, over- 
night, to cleanse Itself of the dross of yesterday and start a new 
career on the morrow. 

Yet all too many of the family’s well-wishers, some of them 
highly placed, showed, up only to be seen, and heard, in public, 
and far worse, a whole tribe of anonymous sadists chose to 
demonstrate their compassion by harassing the family with 
viciously false leads about the Identity of the kidnapper. 

Some persons amongst us must obviously derive no end of 
pleasure from inflicting the most terrible pain on their fellows, i 
Their number, alas, is far larger than that of the small com- 
munity of certified psychotlcs in the country. This is proven by 
the size of the crowd that has shitted, now that the perpetrator is 
said to have been discovered, to hounding — not the suspect 
himself, who is raore-or-less safe behind bars, but his own fami- 
ly. whom he had deserted, and his girl-friend and her family. 

To escape their tormentors, the wife and children have had to 
take refuge abroad. Yet not one chief rabbi, nor any cabinet 
minister, has so far come out to remind the ill-wishers that the 
sins of the father must not be visited upon his sons, or wife. 

An especially unworthy role has been played throughout this 
repulsive festival by the media. The sensation-mongering and 
not excessively accurate reports from every conceivable nook 
and cranny, culminating in the interminably long television 
camera shot of the bereaved mother muttering to herself at the 
dead son’s newly dug grave — these are almost enough to 
warrant the stiffest legal safeguards of personal privacy. 

No doubt they do it worse in some other, foreign lands. We are 
surely not the strangest people on earth. But then we have 
always insisted on judging ourselves by our own standards. 


R ank of Israel wakes up 

EVER SINCE the liberalisation of currency control in October 
1977 — which it authored and promoted with missionary zeal ■ — 
the Bank of Israel has been on a Journey of discoveries of its con- 
sequences.' The discoveries have usually been late. 

By the end of 1978, the central bank "discovered" that short- 
term capital inflows from abroad were upsetting its monetary 
policy and boosting Inflation. All of a sudden, it realized that 
when a restrictive monetary policy, raises interest rates in an 
economy that has de-controlled foreign currency flows, money 
-can be borrowed cheaply abroad and converted into domestic 
currency; and that this drives both interest rates and the ex- 
change rate down. 

Closing the stable door after the horse had bolted, the central 
bank imposed a 12 per cent interest surcharge on foreign loans 
granted by the commercial banks out of funds they had obtained 
abroad.. But the damage, which Is yet to .be measured, had 
already been done. 

Now the central bank has made two other discoveries. First, 
Governor Araon Gafny has determined that curbing inflation is 
the main goal of economic policy, presumably taking 
precedence even over the improvement in the balance of 
payments. Had this finding been made when inflation still ran at 
a two-digit rate, we might perhaps not have reached a three- 
digit inflation. 

The second discovery is that subsidizing exports through 
cheap credit has got out of hand and is a major factor in fan- 
ning inflation. These new export subsidies, we are now told, 
amount to 20 per cent of the export dollar — more than the old- 
style direct subsidies — and this year will amount to no less than 
the entire budget cut that nearly brought the government down. 

Moreover, the subsidies are granted in a form that Is 
economically irrational, and much more insidious than direct 
subsidies. 

As before, the central bank proposes to build a dike after the 
tide has already swept In. It wants to link domestic currency 
Loans for exports to 50 per cent of the change in the exchange 
rate instead of. charging 30.5 per cent interest on unlinked 
credits as is the case now. 

Also, the bank has established that exporters leave their 
money abroad, where it can earn nearly twice as much interest 
as exporters have to pay for their export credits here. 

Now it is possible that the central bank’s contention — 
although it isn’t saying it openly — Is merely that exports should 
be reduced so as to dampen inflation. For the war on inflation 
must take precedence over the effort to improve the balance of 
payments. 

That would indeed make sense in the short run. Since exports 
generate domestic income and consumer demand, an increase 
in exports has an inflationary effect. Mammoth export subsidies 
result in galloping inflation, and this must not be allowed. 

It is more likely, however, that the central bank's proposed 
change of course simply means that cheap export credits have 
run out of control, that they have played hardly any role in rais- 
ing exports, and that they have only represented a way of 
transferring wealth from the public till to private hands. 

All of which argues for a reversion to direct export. subsidies. 
These may be intellectually less elegant, administratively more 
cumbersome, and less acceptable to the International Monetary 
Fund. However, such subsidies worked quite well for us over a 
long period of time, and are the best way so far discovered to 
minimize the inflationary impact of Improving the payments 
balance through larger exports. 

Whether the country’s present leadership, political as well as 
economic, has the inner resources needed for a return to such a 
more rational policy, is another matter.

THK WHOLE Western world tins 
been effective!}' persuaded that 
Snudi Arabia. especially since June 
iflTS. has kept its oil prices con- 
siderably lower than those of the 
other OPEC countries, and that the 
Saudis h.ivo been motivated by a 
determination to protect the stabili- 
ty of the Western economic struc- 
ture. 

This was regarded as an 
altruistic demonstration of, Saudi 
devotion to the cause of Western 
well-being. And St was supposedly 
with a broken heart that Saudi 
Arabia last January Increased its 
oil price bv S2 a barrel, after having 
increased the price the previous 
month from $13 to S24. 

The Saudi Petroleum Minister, 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani. explained 
that the increase was desirable; it 
was stupid, he said, for the Saudis 
to sell their oil much more cheaply 
than other oil-producing countries. 
Last May. when Saudi Arabia again 
raised the price by S2 -- to S2S a 
barrel — Yamani explained that 
the increase was designed "to take 
back some of the profits currently 
heing realized by the oil companies 
on Saudi oil." 

While altruism was an excellent 
public relations gimmick to build 
the image of Saudi Arabia in the 
eyes of the world, it should be clear 
that if the Saudis' motive was to 
protect and preserve the Western 
economic system, it was a very 
selfish motive indeed. For Saudi 
Arabia's future, indeed its very ex- 
istence, depends on the West and on 

the Western econo rhic structure. 
The stability or the Western 
economic system represents in a 
very real sense the stability of 
Saudi Arabia. 

However, since the 1973 energy 
crisis, Saudi Arabia has learned 
that high oil prices — very high oil 
prices — do not seriously affect the 
Western economic system. 

Early in 1974. Saudi Arabia 
claimed that it was concerned that 
the Sli.65 a barrel price for oil 
presented a danger to the world 
economy. She vigorously advocated 
an immediate and substantial 
reduction in the OPEC oil price. But 
in December 1979. at the OPEC con- 
ference in Caracas, she proposed 
an increase to $24.

The bank was able to and no 
doubt did exchange my Sterling and 
receive Israel Pounds therefor at 
the Bank of Israel on June 5. What 
, justification In the world has the 
bank for obliging me to pay it in- 
terest on my own money from June 
5 to 9? 

I have since learned that this Is 
common usage in all banks here.

The Bank of Israel is demanding 
that the banks reduce the number 
of ‘‘intervening days" which 
customers lose before the bank 
credits their account.

Saudi oil’s real price 

BENJAMIN SHWADRAN suspects that Riyadh’s 
altruistic contribution to Western economic stability may 
be little more than a public relations gimmick. 
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oil prices, even of the moderate 
OPEC members, is S32 a barrel, it 
is puzzling that the price of Saudi oil 
should still be S2S — unless the ac- 
tual price is not S23. And there are 
indications that the real price Is 
much higher. 

The process of nationalizing the 
oil industry in the oil-producing 
countries developed rapidly in the 
early ’70s. It began, under the 
leadership of Saudi Arabia, when 
the concessionary companies 
agreed to permit the producing 
countries to acquire a 25 per cent in- 
terest in the ownership of their 
companies from January 2, 2973. 
With this agreement, a formula was 
adopted whereby the participation 
percentage would gradually in- 
crease until 19SZ. when it would 
reach 51 per cent. 

However, after OPEC's resoun- 
ding achievements in 1973 and 2974. 
the participation percentage 
jumped to 60. And bytheendofi97G, 
practically all the major oil 
producers, except Saudi Arabia, 
had fuliv nationalized their oil in- 
dustries. 

EVER SINCE July 1974. the Saudi 
government had been negotiating 
with Aramco for a total take-over. 
So far. the four major American oil 
companies — the Standard Oil 
Company of California, the Exxon 
Corporation, the Texas Oil Com- 
pany and the Mobil Oil Corporation 
— the original owners of Aramco. 
continue to retain a 40 per cent equi- 
ty of the company. As the majority 
shareholder, Saudi Arabia, of 
course, controls the company and 
decides on policy. 

The question then arises ; why did 
Saudi Arabia not completely 
nationalize the company? 

Since marketing was one of the 
major problems of the oil- 
producing countries, they organiz- 
ed national oil companies that 


would ultimately take over all the 
functions of the foreign company, 
beginning with marketing the share 
of oil to which their participation 
entitled them. Saudi Arabia had 
organized a national oil company in 
1962. known as Pctromin, and It 
also functioned as the marketing 
ngenl for the crude which the 
government acquired, but only for 
a very limited quantity. Even after 
Saudi' Arabia obtained a SO per cent 
share, the bulk of the Saudi oil con- 
tinued to be marketed by the Aram- 
co companies. 

Negotiations between the original 
Aramco partners and the Saudi 
Ministry of Petroleum and Mineral 
Resources, headed by Yamani. 
went on for about four years. In 
spite of the many charges against 
Saudi Arabia by elements Inside 
and outside the country that the 
Saudi leaders had failed In their 
duties both as Arab patriots and as 
loyal oil producers to completely 
oust the foreign exploiting com- 
panies. Saudi Arabia persisted — 
and persists — in permitting the 
foreign companies to retain a 40 per 
ceni equity. Why? 

The terms of the agreements 
between the four American oil com- 
panies and the Saudi Petroleum 
Ministry have remained secret, not 
only to outsiders such as the U.S. 
government, but also to the Saudi 
national oil company. Petromln. 

Indeed, there exists a very 
serious difference of opinion 
between Petroleum Minister 
Yamani and Petromln Governor 
Abdulhady Hassan Taher. 

Yamani advocates and, since he 
has the power, pursues a policy of 
close cooperation with the U.5., 
keeping the level of Saudi oil 
production at 9.5 m. barrels a day, 
im. above the set ceiling. 

This provides Yamani with 
"leverage" over the U.S. — not to 


stockpile at the expense of Saudi 
Arabia, to pressure Israel In the 
Arab-fsracI conflict and to sell 
Saudi Arabia the moat advanced 
weapons. 

The decision to maintain produc- 
tion at 9.5m- barrels a day is taken 
only for three months at a time. If 
the HA. does not respond la Saudi 
demands, production could be cut 
back to 8.5m. barrels *1 the end uf 
every three months. <ft should be 
remembered that the Aramco com- 
panies are still the actual producers 
of the oil under government con- 
trol.) 

Taher on the other hand ad- 
vocates a lesser dependence on the 
U.S the maintenance of the 8.3m. 
barrels -a -day production, perhaps 
evrn the ousting of the American 
companies, thus gaining 
operational control for Petromin. 

The U.S. government suspected 
the four American oil companies of 
violating the anti-trust laws and 
proceeded to investigate their prac- 
tices. The companies were asked to 
submit the terms of their contracts 
with Saudi Arabia. They, of course, 
reported the U.S. government de- 
mand to Saudi Arabia- Yamani ob- 
jected strenuously to the demand 
and expressed his government’s 
displeasure to the U.S. Secretary of 
Treasury during the latter’* recent 
visit to Riyadh. 

These facts lead one to suspect 
that the officially listed price for 
Saudi Arabian dll is no: the true
